To  the  Members  of  the  Scottish  Board  of  Health, 

and  to  the  Local  Authority  of  the  Burgh  of  Greenock. 

Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1926,  I give  the 
figures  in  connection  with  the  different  departments. 

Dr  J.  H.  Garcia  Whiteford  died  on  26th  of  March  of  this  year, 
having  been  in  indifferent  health  for  eighteen  months.  Owing  to 
his  illness,  during  which  he  endeavoured  to  carry  on  his  work  as 
usual,  he  was  unable  to  compile  his  Annual  Report,  and  1 can 
only  give  observations  on  the  same  lines  as  those  he  followed  in 
1925.  Greenock  has  sustained  a great  loss  in  Dr  Whiteford’s 
death,  as  he  was  deeply  interested  in  all  matters  concerning  the 
Public  Health  of  the  town. 

The  Vital  Statistics  for  the  year  again  compare  favourably  with 
1925,  particularly  as  there  were  outbreaks  of  Measles  and  Scarlet 
Fever  during  1926.  The  death-rate  from  all  causes  is  13.72  (after 
correction  for  transfers),  as  compared  with  14.32  in  1925,  and  an 
average  of  15.23  for  the  preceding  five  years.  The  birth-rate, 
after  having  risen  in  1925,  has  again  fallen  in  1926,  being  23.83 
per  1000  of  the  population,  as  against  24.54  per  1000  in  1925. 

The  Phthisis  death-rate  is  10.03  per  10,000  of  the  population 
against  8.37  in  1925,  and  the  death-rate  from  all  tuberculous 
diseases  was  13.33  per  10,000  of  the  population,  as  compared  with 
14.03  in  1925. 

Treatment  of  Tubercular  Diseases  has  again  been  carried  out  in 
our  local  institutions,  and  at  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary,  and  I 
have  to  report  that  full  advantage  is  being  taken  of  this  treatment. 

The  King  Edward  Memorial  Fund  has  been  very  helpful  in 
aiding  necessitous  cases  with  clothing  for  Sanatoria,  and  with 
assistance  towards  rents, 
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The  Simpson  Light  at  the  Dispensary  continues  to  be  used  wit h 
marked  success  in  certain  cases,  and  Mercury  Vapour  Lamps  have 
been  installed  in  the  Tuberculosis  Wards  at  Gateside  Hospital 
and  in  Smithston  Pavilion. 

The  Work  of  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic  lias  remained  heavy,  and 
the  additional  medical  assistance  has  continued  to  be  neoessaiy . 
an  increase  of  1,738  in  the  total  attendances  having  occurred.  The 
visitation  by  Health  Visitors  to  children  under  five  years  has 
been  very  successful,  and  even  in  these  days  of  frequent  changes 
of  residence,  children  are  seldom  lost  sight  of  for  more  than  a few 
weeks.  An  increase  in  the  visits  pvid  has  again  to  be  recorded, 
the  number  being  41,874,  as  against  40,320  in  1925. 

The  Maternity  Hospital  continues  to  do  good  voik  Owing  to 
the  generosity  of  the  late  Bailie  Orr,  the  Scott  Institute,  adjoining 
the  Hospital  was  presented  to  the  Corporation,  and  ihe  plat  s i<  i 
the  new  hospital  could  he  rearranged  to  better  advantage.  1 hope 
that  the  building  will  now  be  begun. 

The  Venereal  Diseases  Clinic  at  the  Royal  Infirmary  continues 
to  do  good  work,  and  the  Medical  Officer  in  charge  is  satisfied  with 
the  results.  The  total  attendances  were  15,964  as  against  12,433 
in  1925.  The  Orderly  continues  to  work  most  satisfactorily,  aDd 
by  the  interest  he  takes  in  the  various  cases  encourages  them  to 
persevere  in  their  treatment.  The  treatment  of  female  cases  con- 
tinues to  be  carried  out  by  the  Glasgow  Treatment  Centres,  as  up 
till  now  no  arrangements  have  been  made  for  a Treatment  Centre 
for  females  in  Greenock.  A number  of  cases  are,  however,  treated 
at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics,  though  the  facilities  there  aie  not 
good.

STATISTICS. 


Population — The  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar- 
General  to  the  middle  of  1926  is  <S1,700,  and  will  be  used 
throughout  this  Report. 

Death-. — There  were  1,163  deaths  registered  in  the  Burgh 
during  1926,  representing  a gross  death-rate  of  14  23  per  1,060 
of  the  popidation.  This  figure,  however,  is  subject  to  correction 
in  respect  of  transfers,  there  being  42  “In ’’and  84  “Out,”  and 
the  net  total  deaths  uutnber  1,121,  equivalent  to  a death-rate  of 
13  72.  Ttie  average  fur  the  last  five  years  was  15.23. 

Age  Distribution  of  Mortality.— Table  1 shows  the  total  deaths 
in  the  Burgh,  arranged  according  to  age  periods. 


Under  1 year  there  were  176  deaths,  or  15.70  per  cent,  of  the  whole. 
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'Phe  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  (deaths  unucr  1 year  per  1000 
births). — There  were  17<i  deaths  amongst  infants  under  J )ear, 
equivalent  to  a rate  of  90.39.  In  1925  there  were  214  deaths, 
'equivalent  to  a rate  of  107.37,  and  the  average  for  the  last  five 


years  was  107.87. 


The  uatural  inciea.se  of  population,  i.e.,  excess  ol  biitlis  over 
deaths,  was  826,  as  against  830  in  1925,  and  the  aveiage  lor  Lite 
Hast  five  years  was  933. 
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Area. — The  area  uf  the  Burgh  is  2,1)45  acres,  ami  tie  density 
of  the  population  is  27.72  persons  per  acre.  This  is  explained 
by  the  Registrar- General’s  estimate  being  500  more  than  foi  tin- 
preceding  year. 

Births. — 1,947  births  were  registered  during  the  year.  Thi- 
was  equivalent  to  a birth-rate  of  23.83  per  1000  of  the  popula- 
tion, and  represents  a decrease  of  .71  per  1000.  In  1925  the 
births  numbered  1,993,  this  being  equivalent  to  a birth-rate  of 
24.54  per  1000  of  the  population,  and  the  average  for  the  last  five 
years  was  26  08. 

Of  the  births  registered  947  were  male  and  1000  female.  The 
illegitimate  births  numbered  110,  or  5.65  per  cent,  of  the  whole.

Zymotic  Diseases. — The  various  forms  of  infectious  disease  : 
including  Influenza,  but  excluding  Phthisis  and  Pneumonia, 
caused  91  deaths,  as  against  72  in  1925.  The  Zymotic  death-rate 
for  the  year  is  1.11,  au  increase  of  0.22  as  compared  with  1925 
and  a decrease  its  compared  with  the  average  of  the  last  five  years 
of  0.69,  when  the  average  was  1.80. 
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.Tuberculosis  Diseases. — Phthisis  caused  82  and  other  Tuber- 
culous Diseases  27  deaths.  The  latter  iucl  uded  7 deaths  from 
Tubercular  Meningitis  aud  9 from  Abdominal  Tuberculosis.  The 
corresponding  figures  for  1925  and  the  previous  five  year’s 
average  are  as  follows  : —

The  death-rate  from  Phthisis  was  1.00  per  1000  of  the  popu- 
lation; and  from  all  forms  of  Tuberculous  Disease,  including- 
Phthisis,  l.oo  as  compared  with  1 40  in  1926.  The  relative 
figures  for  tue  average  of  the  last  five  years  were  0.95  and  1.50. 

Diseases  Classified  according  to  S\ stems. — Diseases  of  the 
Respiratory  System  stand  highest  with  200  deaths,  including  122 
from  Pneumonia  and  Broncho-Pneumonia  and  65  from  Bronchitis; 
whilst  the  diseases  of  the  Circulatory  System  caused  191  deaths. 
Deaths  front  diseases  of  the  Nervous  System  numbered  128,  and 
there  were  42  deaths  from  diseases  of  the  Digestive  System. 

Malignant  Diseases  (including  Cancer). — There  were  97  deaths 
of  which  49  were  males  and  48  females,  which  shews  an  increase 
of  9 as  compared  with  1925.  The  average  for  the  last  five  years 
was  97. 

Accidents  and  Violence. — 45  deaths  were  caused  in  this 
manner,  35  being  males  and  10  females.  7 of  the  deaths  were 
due  to  drowning,  as  against  5 last  year,  and  5 were  suicidal. 

Premature  Births. — 30  deaths  were  accounted  lor  through 
Premature  Birth,  equal  to  15.40  per  1000  births. 

I NFECT I OUS  DISEA S ES. 

3,680  cases  of  Infectious  Disease,  and  224  cases  of  Tubercular 
Disease — in  all  3,904  cases — were  ascertained  during  the  year. 
In  1925  the  numbers  were  respectively  1,674  and  188 — a total  of 
’ 1,862.  Compared  with  1925  the  following  shew  an  increase: — 

I Diphtheria,  Scarlet  Fevei,  Puerperal  Fever,  Pneumonia,  Chicken- 
-pox and  Measles,  while  Enteric  Fever,  Erysipelas  ape!  Whooping 
1 Cough  shew  a decrease. 
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There  were  4 cases  of  Malaria.  106  cases  of  Pneumonia  were 
ascertained,  and  are  included  in  the  figure  above  given  for 
Infectious  Diseases.  26  of  the  166  cases  of  Pneumonia  occurred 
in  children  under  one  year  of  age,  and  this  would  seem  to  account 
for  the  infantile  mortality  figures  being  still  somewhat  high. 

'fable  II.  shews  the  mortality  at  different  periods  of  J i fe 
occurring  in  each  of  the  five  districts  during  the  year. 

'fable  III.  shews  the  number  of  deaths  belonging  to  the  Buigh 
of  Greenock,  but  occurring  in  other  districts  during  the  )ear. 

Table  IV.  shews  the  total  mortality  during  the  year  with  the 
eqm valent  death-rates. 

Table  V.  shews  the  number  of  cases  ascertained  month  by 
month  during  the  year,  and  indicates  the  prevalence  of  disease  as 
regards  season.  The  greatest  number  of  cases  was  asceitained  in 
the  mouth  of  April,  chiefly  owiug  to  Measles,  the  prevalent 
disease,  and  the  lowest  number  in  July. 

Table  VI.  shews  the  source  of  information  of  the  existence  of 
Infectious  Disease.  Of  the  3,680  cases  ascertained  (in  addition 
to  tlm  224  cases  of  Tubercular  Disease)  2,705  were  reported  by 
Householders  in  terms  of  the  Greenock  Corporation  Act,  1909, 
640  were  notified  by  Medical  Practitioners,  157  by  Households s 
and  Medical  Practitioners,  26  by  Public  Health  Officers,  11  by 
School  Medical  Officers,  1 by  Education  Authority  Officer  and 
140  were  reported  after  death  by  the  Registrars.  The  cases  j 
reported  by  the  Registrars  included  1 case  of  Whooping  Cough 
21  cases  of  Measles,  14  cases  of  Diarrhoea,  and  104  ea«es  of 
Pneumonia. 

Table  VII.  gives  a comparative  statement  of  the  number  of 
cases  of  Zymotic  Diseases  treated  at  Home  and  in  Hospital,  and  1 
shews  the  number  of  apartments  in  the  homes  of  the  patients 
Of  the  Scarlet  Fever  cases  99.36  per  cent,  were  tieated  in 
Hospital ; of  Enteric  Fever  100  per  cent.,  and  of  Diphtheria  98.SS 
per  cent. 

Table  VIII.  shews  the  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases! 
asceitained  with  the  removals  to  Hospital  from  the  five  districts  ^ 
during  the  year. 
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Table  IX.  shews  the  number  of  cases  of  Measles  and  Whooping 
Coiiijh,  with  or  without  medical  attendance,  and  the  percentage  of 
death  to  cases  ascertained  month  by  month. 

Table  X compares  the  mortality  at  Home  and  in  Hospital  in 
relation  to  Scarlet  Fever,  Enteric  Fever  and  Diphtheria. 

Table  XI.  shews  the  number  cf  families  and  persons  accommo- 
dated in  the  Reception  House  during  the  year. 

INDIVIDUAL  DISEASES. 

Smallpox. — There  was  no  case  of  Smallpox  during  the  year, 

Encephalitis  Lethargica.— During  the  year  6 cases  were  reported 
and  2 cases  were  treated  in  Stobhill  Hospital,  Glasgow. 

Chickenpox.—  During  the  year  780  cases  w'ere  reported  under 
the  Greenock  Corporation  Act,  1909.  There  was  no  death.  The 
number  of  cases  reported  in  1925  was  513. 

Enteric  Fever. — 1 case  of  this  disease  was  notified  in  the  Burgh 
during  the  year. 

Typhus  Fever.- — There  was  no  case  of  Typhus  Fever  during 
the  year. 

Continued  Fever. — 3 cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during 
the  year.  The  diagnosis  in  2 cases  was  altered  after  admission 
to  Hospital. 

Scarlet  Fever. — 314  cases  were  notified.  The  diagnosis  in  2 
cases  was  altered  after  admission  to  Hospital.  There  were  no 
deaths.  In  1925  the  number  of  cases  and  the  moitality  rate  were 
k 99  and  1.01  respectively. 

99.36  per  cent,  of  the  cases  notified  were  treated  in  Hospital. 

All  contacts,  excepting  such  as  had  previously  had  the  disease, 
fadult  persons,  and  the  occupiers  of  houses  where  the  need  for 
(isolation  was  obviously  unnecessary,  were  acoommedated  in  the 
deception  House  for  a period  of  10  days  from  last  exposure  to 
(infection.  Disinfection  of  the  clothing  and  of  the  infected  houses 
•was  carried  out  by  the  Department  after  each  case,  and  the 
susceptible  contacts  who  were  atttending  school,  were  debarred  for 
ia  period  of  10  days.  The  usual  notices  to  the  headmasters  of  schools 
•were  issued  in  regard  to  the  debarring  and  freeing  of  the  children.

Diphtheria. — 272  cases  were  notified,  of  which  26G  were 
removed  to  Hospital.  There  were  11  deaths,  8 of  which  occurred 
in  Hospital.  The  diagnosis  in  4-  cases  was  altered  after  admission 
to  Hospital.  In  1925  there  were  172  c tses  and  8 deaths. 

Swabs  from  the  throats  of  all  contacts  were  taken,  and  in  those 
cases  where  a positive  result  was  obtained  the  individuals  were 
removed  to  Hospital  for  local  treatment  until  two  negative  results 
were  obtained.  1,028  swabs  were  taken  during  the  year.  61  of 
the  swabs  shewed  positive  results.  The  contacts  with  negative 
results  were  permitted  to  attend  school  Apart  from  the  cases 
where  the  swabs  of  the  con'acts  shewed  positive  results,  and 
which  were  included  amongst  the  cases  notified  as  Diphtheria,  no 
connection  whatever  between  the  cases  occurring  could  be  ascer- 
tained, and  the  disease  appeared  to  be  of  a sporadic  nature. 

Measles.— 2,004  cases  of  Measles  were  ascertained  during  the 
year.  Of  the  cases  notified,  1,902  were  reported  by  Householders 
under  the  Greenock  Corporation  Act,  1909  ; 49  by  Doctors;  11  by 
Householders  and  Doctors;  12  by  Public  Health  Officer;  9 by 
School  Medical  Officer  and  21  by  Registrars.  Of  the  cases  notified, 
1,902  or  94.91  per  cent,  were  reported  by  Householders  under  the 
requirements  of  the  Local  Act,  which  is  slightly  higher  than  in 
the  preceding  year. 

There  were  38  deaths,  or  1.89  per  cent,  of  the  cases  ascertained. 

Whooping  Cough. — 58  cases  were  ascertained,  53  being 
notified  by  Householders  in  terms  of  the  Corporation  Act,  1 by 
Education  Authority  Officer,  3 by  Public  Health  Officials  and  1 
by  the  Registrar  after  death.  There  was  1 death,  or  1.72  per 
cent,  of  the  cases  ascertained.  In  1925  there  were  555  cases 
ascertained  and  32  deaths. 

Erysipelas. — 42  cases  were  ascertained,  and  there  was  no 
death.  In  1925  there  were  53  cases  and  no  deaths. 

Puerperal  Fever. — There  were  14  cases  and  6 deaths,  5 occur- 
ring in  hospital  and  1 at  Smithston  Hospital.  The  diagnosis  in 
one  case  was  altered  after  admission  to  hospital.  10  cases  were 
notified  in  1925,  and  there  were  2 deaths. 
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Diarrhoea. — 14  deaths  were  reported  by  the  Registrars,  all  of 
which  occurred  in  houses  of  one  or  two  apartments.  Eleven  of 
the  deaths  were  among  children  under  1 year  of  age.  In  1925 
there  were  33  deaths,  and  31  of  these  occurred  in  houses  of  one 
and  two  apartments,  whilst  21  of  the  deaths  were  amongst 
children  under  1 year. 

Infantile  Mortality. — This  is  reported  on  in  that  part  of  the 
Report  which  deals  with  the  Maternity  Service  and  Child 
Welfare  Scheme. 

DIPHTHERIA  ANTI-TOXIN. 

Diphtheria  Anti-Toxin  is  supplied  free  to  doctors  desirous  of 
administering  a dose  before  a patient  is  removed  to  Hospital  in 
an  emergency,  and  in  home  treatment  cases. 

Arrangements  have  been  made,  through  the  courtesy  of  the 
Chief  Constable,  whereby  a supply  of  Anti-Toxin  is  kept  at  the 
Central  Police  Station,  so  that  Medical  Practitioners  may  avail 
themselves  of  it  at  any  time,  especially  during  the  night  or  when 
the  Public  Health  Department  Offices  are  closed,  or  in  cases  of 
emergency.  A supply  is  also  available  at  Gateside  Hospital  for 
the  same  purpose. 

44.000  units  in  all  were  supplied  in  this  way  during  the  year. 

ANTI-MENINGOCOCCUS  SERUM. 

A free  supply  of  this  serum  is  also  available  for  Medical 
Practitioners  for  use  within  the  Burgh.  There  were  no  appli- 
cations during  the  year. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

82  deaths  oocurred  from  Phthisis,  equivalent  to  a death-rate  of 
10.03  per  10,000  of  the  population. 

The  number  of  deaths*  from  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis  during 
the  year  was  27,  comprising  7 from  Tubercular  Meningitis.  9 from 
Abdominal  Tuberculosis  and  11  from  other  Tuberculous  Diseases, 
This  shews  considerably  lower  figures  than  in  the  previous  year. 
The  equivalent  death-rate  was  3.30  per  10.000  of  the  population. 
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All  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  including  Phthisis,  caused  109 
deaths  or  13.33  per  10,000  of  the  population.  In  1925  there 
were  114  deaths  or  14.03  per  10,000. 

63.95  per  cent,  of  the  Phthisis  cases  notified,  and  78. 84  per 
cent,  of  the  other  Tuberculous  cases  were  from  houses  of  one  and 
two  apartments. 

During  the  year  224  cases  were  notified,  of  which  172  were  of 
Phthisis  and  52  of  Tuberculosis  not  Phthisis.  This  compares 
with  188  in  1925  and  191  in  the  previous  five  yeais  average 

As  regards  season,  the  greatest  number  of  Phthisis  cases  was 
notified  in  April,  when  25  cases  were  reported,  and  the  lowest  in 
the  months  of  July  and  December,  when  10  cases  were  notified. 
The  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculous  Disease,  not  Phthisis, 
notified  varied  from  8 iu  the  months  of  March  and  October  to 
one  in  the  months  of  July,  September  and  November. 

TUBERCULOSIS  SCHEME. 

The  Pavilion  at  Smithston  has  been  practically  fully  occupied 
during  the  year,  whilst  the  number  of  cases  treated  at  Gateside 
Hospital  has  also  been  much  in  excess  of  those  treated  during  the 
previous  year. 

Iu  December  the  Tuberculosis  Wards  at  Gateside  had 
to  be  closed  owing  to  the  number  of  Scarlet  Fever  cases  in 
Hospital.  . 

There  was  continued  at  Smithston  Pavilion  throughout  the  year 
the  principle  of  allowing  patients,  who  were  able  to  go  about.  Hie 
privilege  of  returning  home  during  the  daytime  tor  one  day  per 
month,  and  this  would  appear  to  be  a satisfactory  arrangement, 
the  number  of  cases  abusing  this  privilege  being  comparatiaely 
small.  The  other  Institutions  with  which  working  agreements 
have  been  entered  into  for  tint  treatment  of  cases  of  Tubercular 
Disease  were  still  utilised  throughout  the  year. 
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SUPERVISION  OF  TUBERCULOSIS  IN  1926. 

There  were  820  cases  of  Tuberculosis  under  supervision  at  310 
December,  1926,  Of  these  523  were  ot  Phthisis  and  297  were  of 
Tuberculosis  other  than  Phthisis.  Of  the  Phthisis  patients,  11 
were  iu  Bridge  of  Weir  Sanatoiium,  4 in  Noranside  Sanatorium, 
Forfar,  3 in  Manor  Valley  Sanatorium,  Peebles,  4 in  Hairmyres 
Colony,  East  Kilbride,  1 in  St.  Fecban’s  Sanatorium,  Ecclefecban, 
30  in  Gateside  Hospital,  19  iu  Smithston  Pavilion,  97  under 
Home  Supervision,  whilst  354  were  attending  the  Dispensary. 

Home  Supervision.— Patients  under  Home  Supervision  were} 
for  the  most  part,  fit  for  work,  and  their  condition  was  duly  noted 
by  the  Visiting  Nurses.  If  anything  further  in  the  way  of  treat- 
ment appeared  to  be  required,  they  were  requested  to  visit  the 
Dispeusary.  927  cases  including  224  new  cases,  were  visi’ed  by 
the  Nurses,  who  made  5,598  visits  during  the  course  of  the  year. 

Dispensary. — The  ever  increased  number  of  attendances  at  the 
Tuberculosis  Dispensary  under  the  present  medical  arrangements 
has  only  been  rendered  possible  by  an  increased  number  of  Niusts 
being  supplied  during  the  hours  of  the  Clinics,  the  numbers 
attending  for  Simpson  Light  treatment  requiring  a Nurse  specially 
for  that  purpose.  A Nurse  is  in  attendance  on  a third  day  per 
week  for  this  treatment.  The  numbers  during  1926  were  4,765 
as  against  3,657  in  1925.  This  again  shews  an  increase  of  30.3 
per  cent,  over  the  previous  year.  The  actual  number  of  persons 
attending  the  Dispensary  during  1926  was  482  as  compared  with 
361  in  1925. 

Domiciliary  treatment  was  given  in  295  cases,  where  it  was 
obvious  that  want  of  proper  nourishment  would  be  responsible  for 
a diminution  of  the  resisting  power  to  the  disease,  and  while  the 
Resultant  improvement  in  weight  of  some  patients  was  most  satis- 
factory, in  other  cases  this  was  not  shewn,  leading  one  to  think 
that  others  besides  the  patient, are  receiving  benefit. 

In  addition  to  this,  assistance  has  been  received  from  the 
Renfrewshire  Memorial  to  the  late  King  Edward  in  the  provision 
of  rents  and  underclothing  for  wear  in  Sanatoria. 
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TREATMENT  OF  PATIENTS  IN  SANATORIA 
AND  HOSPITALS. 

Sanatoria. — There  were  10  patients  in  the  Bridge  of  Weir 
Sanatorium  on  1st  January,  1926,  15  patients  were  admitted 
during  the  year,  13  were  discharged  and  1 died,  leaving  11  in  the 
Sanatorium  on  31st  December,  1926. 

Of  the  cases  discharged  3 were  much  improved,  5 improved  and 
5 not  improved. 

There  were  7 patients  in  Noranside  Sanatorium  on  1st  January. 
1926,  10  patients  were  admitted  during  the  \ear,  12  were  dis- 
charged, leaving  5 in  the  Sanatorium  on  31st  December,  1926. 

Of  the  cases  discharged,  6 were  improved  and  6 not  improved. 

There  were  10  patients  admitted  to  Manor  Valley  Sanatorium 
during  the  year,  6 were  discharged  and  1 died,  leaving  3 in  the 
Sanatorium  on  31st  December,  1926. 

Of  the  cases  discharged,  4 were  improved  and  2 not  improved. 

There  was  one  patient  in  Lanfine  Home  on  1st  January,  1926, 
who  was  latterly  transferred  to  Gateside  Hospital. 

One  patient  was  admitted  to  Bridge  of  Oich  Sanatorium,  i 
Invernesshire,  and  was  discharged  much  improved  during  the  ! 
year. 

One  patient  was  admitted  to  St.  Fecban’s  Sanatorium,  j 
Ecclefechan,  and  was  still  under  treatment,  there  on  31st  1 
December,  1926. 

There  was  one  patient  in  Brompton  Sanatorium,  Frimley, 
Surrey,  on  1st  January,  1926,  who  was  discharged  improved 
during  the  year. 

Six  patients  were  admitted  to  Hairmyres  Colony,  East  Kil- 
bride, 2 were  discharged,  leaving  4 in  the  Sanatorium  on  31st! 
December,  1926.  The  2 cases  discharged  remain  in  staht  quo. 

Hospitals. — There  were  37  patients  in  the  Phthisis  wards  of 
Gateside  Hospital  on  1st  January,  1926.  During  the  }’ear  88 
patients  were  admitted,  75  discharged,  18  died  in  hospital  and 
32  remained  under  treatment  at  the  eud  of  the  year. 

Of  the  75  discharged,  37  were  improved,  2 much  improved,  7 
not  improved  and  29  remained  in  statu  quo. 
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There  were  21  patients  in  Smitliston  Pavilion  on  1st  Jauuary, 
1926.  During  the  year  51  patients  were  admitted,  34  discharged, 
12  died,  leaving  26  in  the  pavilion  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Of  the  34  discharged,  17  were  improved,  6 much  improved,  2 
very  much  improved,  7 not  improved  and  2 remaining  in  statu  quo. 

Mercury  Vapour  Lamps  have  been  installed  in  Gateside 
Hospital  aud  Smitliston  Pavilion  Tuberculosis  blocks,  and  the 
Physicians  in  charge  are  very  satisfied  with  the  results  obtained.

MATERNITY  SERVICE  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 

SCHEME. 

The  work  under  the  Maternity  Service  and  Child  Welfare 
Scheme  has  continued  heavy.  The  clinics  are  still  largely  taken 
advantage  of,  and  the  number  of  visits  paid  by  the  Health  Visitors 
has  increased. 

The  full-time  and  part-time  Health  Visitors  have  worked  well 
together,  and  it  is  pleasant  to  note  that  children  removing  from 
one  district  to  another  can  readily  be  lound,  the  Health  Visitors 
paying  systematic  visits  in  each  district  of  the  town. 

We  ate  trying  to  co-operate  as  much  as  possible  with  the 
Special  Departments,  namely  The  Greenock  Royal  Infirmary,  the 
Eye  Infirmary,  and  the  Ear,  Nose,  and  Throat  Infitntary,  par- 
ticularly in  trying  to  induce  parents  to  complete  full  treatment 
for  the  diseases  of  the  eye,  and  of  the  ear  and  throat,  the  Health 
Visitors  following  up  such  cases  as  Doctors  in  those  Departments 
notify  us  as  requiring  special  visitation.

One  important  point  in  connection  with  the  Medical  Report 
for  the  Child  Welfare  Hospital  this  year  is,  that  on  various  occasions 
our  accommodation  has  been  overtaxed,  and  it  has  been  ntcessaiy 
to  dismiss  children  who  would  have  been  benefited  by  a longer 
stay  in  Hospital. 

Of  the  164  cases  admitted,  58  were  under  1 year  of  age,  which 
fact,  to  the  thoughtful  observer,  will  shew  how  strenuous  the  work 
of  the  staff  has  been. 

Our  happiest  results  have  been  with  the  cases  of  Rickets,  of 
whom  we  had  eight  of  two  years  old  and  over,  who  had  never 
walked.  Five  went  home  walking  very  well,  and  the  others  are 
almost  walking.  Those  have  had  the  Sunlight  Lamp  treatment, 
but  their  massage  and  exercises  have  been  continued  as  before. 

We  had  two  early  cases  of  Tuberculosis  of  the  Spine,  and  these 
were  kept  many  weeks  flat  in  bed,  followed  by  Lamp  treatment 
and  massage,  with  excellent  results.  In  this  connection,  1 would 
point  out  that  parents  in  these  cases  are  often  difficult  to  deal 
with,  and  much  worry  may  be  caused  to  the  staff. 

We  had  21  cases  of  Pneumonia  and  11  cases  of  Infective 
Diarrhoea,  all  of  whom  have  been  very  ill,  and  the  results  have 
been  most  encouraging. 

We  had,  in  the  beginning  of  1926,  an  outbreak  of  Influenza^ 
which  not  one  child  escaped.  This  was  disappointing,  as  wc  had 
hoped  the  Lamp  treatment  would  help  to  render  the  children  less 
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liable  to  contract  intercurrent  disease.  Later  we  bad  Measles 
Scarlet  Fever,  and  Diphtheria,  particulars  of  which  will  be  given 
later  in  the  Report. 

I have  to  thank  the  Matron  specially  for  doing  much  night 


work,  and  for  her  tactful  dealing  with  parents.  The  statil  have 
worked  well.

Wherever  feasabie,  all  children  admitted  have  been  treated, 
beginning  at’ter  a test  in  every  case,  with  two  minutes  exposure 
back  and  trout,  rising  in  some  cases  to  ten  minutes  back  and  front, 
at  a distance  of  from  1 yard  to  18  inches  from  the  Lamp,  the 
treatment  being  given  four  times  per  week.  For  ihe  last  three 
months,  on  the  advice  of  Dr  Cruickshank  of  the  Scottish  Board  of 
Health.  I have  kept  the  Lamp  at  a distance  of  one  yard,  increasing 
the  dose,  rather  than  decreasing  the  distance. 

One  marked  feature  of  the  results  has  been  the  soothing  effect 
of  the  rays,  the  children  being  distinctly  more  cheerful.  The 
other  marked  feature  has  been  the  success  of  the  tieatment  of 
Packets,  as  will  be  seeu  in  the  accompanying  lists.  Oases  of 
debility  after  illnesses  and  cases  of  respiratory  disease  have 
responded  well  to  treatment. 

The  treatment  of  Tubercular  conditions  has  had  variable  results, 
as  also  at  the  Atrophy,  Debility  and  Marasmus  group,  where  I do 
not  consider  the  results  are  better  than  we  had  formerly.  There 
is  still  a great  ileal  of  difficulty  in  the  feeding  of  this  group 
though  this  opinion  is  contrary  to  that  of  some  of  the  Loudon 
observers,  and  in  this  connection  I might  also  note  that  the  severe 
cases  of  Rickets  still  require  endless  patience  with  their  feeding. 

It  would  appear  to  be  better  to  stop  the  treatment  for  three 
weeks  or  so  occasionally,  and  this  has  been  done  with  all  the  cases 
who  have  had  large  numbers  of  exposures  to  the  rays,  and  aiso 
with  those  who  do  not  respond  to  treatment  after  about  12-20 
exposures.  I have  tried  to  send  the  less  severe  cases  of  Rickets 
home  for  a few  weeks  after  a month’s  treatment,  and  to  re- ad mit

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VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

The  Venerea]  Diseases  Clinic  continues  to  perform  a very  large 
amount  of  satisfactory  work,  and  the  numbers  attending  for  treat- 
ment still  incrrease.  The  Executive  Medical  Officer  reports  that 
the  working  is  in  every  way  satisfactory.  The  percentage  of  those 
prematurely  stopping  treatment  is  again  very  small  as  compared 
with  his  experience  elsewhere,  and  even  smaller  than  in  the 
previous  year.  The  Orderly  in  attendance  is  giving  satisfaction 
to  all  concerned. 

The  treatment  of  female  cases  has  continued  to  be  performed  in 
Glasgow  Institutions.  The  taking  of  blood  for  Wassermann  re- 
action has  been  carried  out  at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic  in  a larce 
number  of  cases,  and  one  clinic  per  week  is  devoted  to  the 
examination  and  treatment  of  females,  who  are  either  unable, 
owing  to  health,  to  attend  the  Venereal  Diseases  Clinic  in  Glasgow, 
or  who  are  careless  and  do  not  attend  regularly.  At  this  Clinic 
blood  was  taken  for  Wassermannn  Test  in  49  cases;  for 
Wassermann  Test  after  treatment  in  56  cases;  214  Intra- 
muscular treatments  were  given,  and  20  Smears  were  taken,  the 
latter  being  Microscopically  examined  at  the  male  Venereal 
Diseases  Clinic. 

Patients  who  required  in-door  Treatment  were  accommodated 
at  the  Parish  Council  Hospital,  Paisley.

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION  AND  AMBULANCE 
ARRANGEMENTS. 

The  Gateside  Fever  Hospital,  which  is  under  the  management 
of  the  Greenock  and  District  Combination  Hospital  Board,  has

SMALLPOX  HOSPITAL. 

The  accommodation  at  Johnstone  Hospital  was  not  taxed  in 
any  way  during  the  year  as  no  case  ol  Smallpox  occurred.  I he 
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question  of  transport  of  cases  to  Johnstone  Hospital  is  still  under 
consideration,  and  lias  been  left  to  the  Convener  of  the  Combina- 
tion Hospital  Board. 

AMBULANCES. 

Patients  are  conveyed  to  Gateside  Hospital  by  the  Motor 
Ambulance,  which  is  stationed  there,  and  a Hospital  Nurse 
accompanies  the  Ambulance  and  takes  charge  of  the  patients 
during  the  journey.  When  the  case  is  a stretcher  one,  a member 
of  the  Public  Health  Staff  is  present. 

DISINFECTING  STATION. 

The  Disinfecting  Station  lias  been  kept  in  satisfactory  order 
and  continues  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  town.  We  have 
applied  the  Clayton  Disinfecting  Machine  for  the  purpose  of 
overcoming  rat  nuisances  at  the  Slaughterhouse  and  for  disinfes- 
tation  when  necessary. 

RECEPTION  HOUSE. 

The  work  of  the  Reception  House  has  continued  to  be  satis- 
factorily performed  by  the  Matron,  and  a large  number  of 
contacts  of  Infectious  Diseases  have  been  housed. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  new  Reception  House  at 
Craigieknowes  is  now  being  prepared,  and  I expect  that  the 
increased  facilities  there  will  enable  the  work  to  be  more  easily 
and  satisfactorily  performed,  both  as  regards  the  staff  and  the 
families  who  are  to  be  accommodated  therein. 

Table  XI.  gives  particulars  of  persons  accommodated  month  by 
month  during  the  year,  and  shews  that  423  persons  belonging  to 
96  families  were  accommodated,  the  average  stay  being  9.16  days. 
399  of  the  persons  had  been  in  contact  with  Scarlet  Fever,  whilst 
24  persons  belonging  to  2 families  were  accommodated  during  the 
time  occupied  in  disinfesting  their  houses. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (REGULATIONS  AS  TO  FOOD) 

ACT,  1907. 

There  was  no  importation  of  foreign  meat  at  Greenock  during 
the  year,  and  active  steps  were,  therefore,  not  necessaiy. 
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FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

There  are  259  workshops  on  the  Register  kept  by  the  Local 
Authority  in  terms  of  Section  131  of  the  Factory  and  Workshops 
Act,  1901. 

341  visits  of  inspection  were  made,  and  in  9 instances  the 
premises  were  found  to  be  disconform  to  the  sanitary  require- 
ments of  the  Act  in  respect  of  want  of  cleanliness  ; unsuitable  or 
defective  sanitary  conveniences  ; breaches  of  sanitary  requirements 
as  to  bakehouses  and  other  nuisances. 

14  intimations  under  the  Public  Health  (Scotland)  Act,  1897, 
were  served  on  the  occupiers  and  also  upon  the  owners  in  certain 
cases.  The  terms  of  the  notices  were  duly  complied  with. 

There  were  two  firms  in  the  Burgh  employing  outworkers,  and 
the  usual  lists  of  outworkers  were  furnished  in  the  months  of 
February  and  August.  These  lists  respectively  contained  the 
names  and  addresses  of  100  and  66  outworkers.  Five  out- 
workers were  shewn  as  residing  outwith  the  Burgh,  and  the 
Local  Authority  of  the  appropriate  districts  were  duly  informed. 

The  work  performed  by  the  outworkers  was  principally  sewing 
and  crocheting,  and  their  homes  are  maintained  in  satisfactory 
order. 

NUISANCES. 

In  connection  with  nuisances  under  Section  16  of  the  Public 
Health  (Scotland)  Act,  1897,  I was  not  called  upon  during  1926 
to  inspect  any  premises  on  which  the  Sanitary  Inspector  had 
reported  to  the  Local  Authority  that  nuisances  existed  and 
where  the  authors  had  failed  to  comply  with  the  Statutory 
intimations  served  under  Section  19  of  the  Act. 

SHIPPING. 

The  temporary  working  arrangement  with  the  Medical  Officer 
of  the  Glasgow  Port  Sanitary  Authority  has  continued  and  has 
worked  satisfactorily. 

B ACT  E RIO  LOGIC  A L EXAMINATION  S. 

The  Bacteriological  Examinations  of  specimens  from  suspected 
cases  of  Phthisis,  Enteric  Fever,  Diphtheria  and  Diphtheria 
contacts,  Cerebro-spinal  Meningitis  and  contacts  and  Malaria 
have  been  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Superintendent  of  Gateside 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital. 
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The  total  number  of  specimens  examined  were  1,674.  In  no 
instance  did  a second  case  of  Diphtheria  develop  following  upon 
the  first  case,  although  61  positive  swabs  were  obtained  from 
contacts,  and  this  is  a branch  of  preventive  medicine  which  is 
(riving  excellent  results.
